East Jordan commissioner calls for resignation

EAST JORDAN — The 
dissension present at nu- 
merous city commission 
meetings reached new 
heights at the May 20 
meeting when a commis- 
sioner called for the resig- 
nation of the city adminis- 
trator. 

Commissioner Deneille 
Moes has accused adminis- 
trator David White of not 
properly performing his 
job. She said that people 
have told her that White 


does not communicate with 


the department heads or 
oversee City Hall staff. 


When questioned about to 
whom she referred, she 
would not say. 

Commissioner and form- 
er mayor Mark Postma said 
White is not only effective 
in East Jordan, but has con- 
nections with Lansing that 
are valuable to the city. 

“I served as mayor for 
five years and worked with 
Dave (White),” Postma 
said. “The city is fortunate 
to have such an effective 
administrator.” 

State Senator Jason 
Allen said on Tuesday that 
White has expertise on a 
statewide basis because he 
was a staffer for a state sen- 
ator. 

“Dave knows how things 


work,” Allen said. White 
helped Sen. Allen form the 
basic ideas behind two or 
three bills in a 12-bill pack- 
age concerning downtown 
rehabilitation, Allen said. 

White has worked for the 
city for 12 years. He has 
guided the developments of 
the Lake Street center, the 
Main Street center, the 
skate park, the community 
park and formalization of 
the industrial park. He 
worked with others on 
bringing in more than $1 
million in grants and fund- 
ing. 

White declined to com- 
ment on the statements by 
Moes. 

Mayor Dan Bennett is 


frustrated by the time spent 
on negative comments. 

“Y’ve worked closely 
with Dave (White) over the 
past four plus years now 
and I think he is an effec- 
tive administrator.” 

Bennett said the city 
commission dissension is 
detrimental to city employ- 
ees. 

“I believe the morale is 
down throughout every de- 
partment and people are 
concerned about their jobs, 
because of cuts proposed 
by Moes,” Bennett said. 

The budget was recently 
approved for 2008-2009, 
however Moes presented 
the other commissioners 
with proposed cuts, some 


of which are cuts in pea 
nel, 

The 14-year veteran city 
clerk, Lori Campbell, re- 
signed on May 7. The con- 
troversy.on the commission 
made her decision, she 
said. 

Campbell’s departure is 
a setback, Bennett said. 

“Lori had a lot of knowl- 
edge behind her. We put a 
lot into local government 
education for her job and I 
think her resignation is def- 
initely a loss,” he said. 

Commissioner Ray Fish- 
er said he had met with 
White to express his opin- 
ions on how he would like 
to see the city function. 

“Everyone on the com- 


mission has the right to do 
this,” Fisher said. 

Bennett called for Moes 
to meet with White and 
they both agreed to talk. 

The commission 
should focus on the pos- 
itive community matters; 
such as retaining the 


’ businesses in the city and 


attracting new business: 
es, job creation and pro- 
motion of the city to vis- 
itors, Bennett said. : 

“When I polled the com- 
missioners in January for 
their goals, the major focus 
was economic,” Bennett 
said. “This commission got 
off to an unfortunate start 
and we need to focus on the 
matters at hand.” :

PETOSKEY — The 
number one cause of 
sudden death for both 
males and females in 
the United States is 
heart attack; as a nation 
we need to be more pre- 
pared to respond to car- 
diac emergencies. As a 
result, Congress has de- 
clared June 2 through 
June 8 National CPR/ 
AED Awareness week. 
The Red Cross esti- 
mates 300,000 people 
will have a heart attack 
each year and of this 
number only 5 percent 
will survive. 

American Red Cross 
Health and Safety Co- 
ordinator Tom Ritchie 
believes this number is 
low “because many 
people do not know 
how to care for a person 
having a heart attack 
because they don’t rec- 
ognize the symptoms of 
a person having a heart 
attack, and don’t know 


how to perform CPR.” 
He adds, “by declaring 
one week to focus on 
the value and need to 
know how to perform 
CPR and to use an AED 
we will be increasing 
the possibility of some- 
one learning life saving 
actions.” 

In an effort to ed- 
ucate a large number of 
people in a short period 
of time in support of 
this important effort, 
we will be offering free 
trainings to the public 
during that week cover- 
ing basic Adult CPR/ 
AED skills. Pre-regis- 
tration is required and 
no certifications will be 
issued, these classes are 
designed to encourage 
everyone to learn the 
skills for the benefit of 
their family and neigh- 
bors. “We know there 
are many people who 
would like to learn the 
skills, but may have 


postponed taking a 
CPR class for a variety 
of reasons. This is their 
opportunity to take a 
shortened class to learn 
just the CPR/AED 
skills. We also encour- 
age local businesses to 
consider enrolling two 
or three employees to 
ensure at least one per- 
son at the business has 
the skills to respond to 


a cardiac emergency,” 


said Executive Direc- 
tor, Lori O’ Neill.

This guest commentary was written by Dr. John Richter, President of 
the Friends of the Jordan River Watershed, Inc. , 

Some people have asked why the Friends of the Jordan organization is 
so opposed to the injection well in Alba when there are already 110 nat- 
ural gas producing and brine injection wells within a two-mile radius. 
The following is, in part, my reply as president of the FOJ. 
~- There are major differences between brine disposal wells and the Alba 
waste disposal well. The CKD leachate destined for Alba is toxic and . 
corrosive. It contains hazardous heavy metals, petrochemicals and high 
levels of dissolved solids. An estimated 135,000 gallons of this toxic 
brew must be trucked over county roads every day, 10-15 times both 
ways, 365 days a year for 10-20 years. What then? Will the CKD piles at 
Bay Harbor quit leaching when the permits expire? How many more dis- 
posal wells will be needed if CMS is able to collect more than 10.percent 
Of the total leachate? If one well is OK, why not 20? What other indus- 
ttial wastes will be targeted for Antrim County? A dangerous precedent 
is being set. 

< The brine from a gas well is returned to the earth from where it came, 
albeit in a deeper formation. The CKD leachate is a toxic industrial. 
waste, hauled into a distant watershed against the people’s wishes. Dis- 
posal wells do fail and there is no way to suck this material back up the 
hole once it’s injected. The classification of CKD leachate as non-haz- 
atdous is by semantic definition only. It kills fish, insects and vegetation 
on contact and causes chemical burns. : 

.. Nearly every river, lake, city, farm and household in Northern Michi- 
gan depends on clean, fresh groundwater. Of the 19 states that do allow 
deep waste well disposal, most have groundwater contamination prob- 
lems as a result of these wells. EPA reports a nine percent failure rate for 
deep injection wells. 

Unlike the gas wells, the people of Alba don’t want this waste disposal 
well. They derive no benefit or royalty check every month and only stand 
td lose should anything go wrong. Moreover, Beeland Group (CMS) . 
doesn’t even own the mineral rights to the property. What about neigh- 
boring property owners? What will happen to the value of their real es- 
tate when this well is operational? Who wants to live and raise a family 
fiext to a toxic disposal well? Who will pay for the wear and tear of the 
county roads and emergency response personnel? Who will pay for a 
cleanup if a toxic plume emerges like in Mancelona? There could be 15 
massive tanker trucks driving by homes or school bus stops twice a day, 
every day. These issues and many more were not considered by EPA or 
MDEQ, because they fell outside the permit “rules.” ; 
~ The scientific evidence cited by CMS to reassure us is strongly disput- 
ed by knowledgeable people who have no financial incentive to fabricate 
the truth. Dr. Harrison, Ph.D., Geologist, Western Michigan University, 
has identified two major fault lines in the deep limestone formations in 
southeastern Antrim County. Recent earthquakes in Ohio were caused 


by increased pressures and lubrication from a deep disposal well, releas- | _ 


ing toxic wastes from the “‘confinement zone” and contaminating 
groundwater. j 

Dr. McClurg, Ph.D., Geologist, University of Wyoming, cites ev- 
idence that the “capping shale layers” are actually fractured and porous, 
not the impervious layer as CMS contends. Dr. Patterson, Ph.D., Geo- 
physist, Exxon, has exposed numerous flaws in Beeland’s permit regard- 
ing pressure gradients, limestone porosity and many critical calculations. 
, The regulatory agencies, EPA and MDEQ, have not thoroughly re- 


viewed all aspects of this waste disposal well. Mr. Bates of EPA states it 
simply;“EPA’ s roléis 6 evaluate permit applications and to regulate the 


construction and operation of the injection well to ensure compliance 
with the Safe Drinking Water Act.” Even Dr. Vugrinovich, a senior ge- 
ologist with MDEQ states, “The number of wells disposing of oil and 
gas field brine into the Dundee Limestone in Antrim Co. suggests that 
the Dundee Limestone will serve as a suitable disposal zone.” Suggests? 
‘That’s hardly reassuring. He must use the word “suggests” because solid 
scientific proof does not exist. 

’ Let’s not forget that in 2005, EPA ordered CMS to “remove, isolate or 
contain” the CKD at Bay Harbor, not transport its toxic leachate to Alba. 
Let’s also not forget that nearly 20 years ago, a much stronger MDNR 
ordered Penn Dixie’s owner, Holnam, to clean up the CKD according to 
tigid accepted standards. Sadly, and after careful and exhaustive study, 
FOI finds the cleanup process at Bay Harbor today to be dysfunctional, 
imept, lacking proper oversight and cloaked in secrecy. 

’ Perhaps the biggest obstacle is also the simplest. In the midst of all the 
techno-babble, we lose sight of the simple truths. The goals are to clean- 
‘up Bay Harbor and halt the release of toxic CKD leachate. Every time we 
‘discuss the problems with Bay Harbor and the Alba disposal well we get 
‘bogged down in, the technical details, miss-leading public statements to 
‘score PR points and the lack of credible, unbiased facts. 

The simple facts are that the waste disposal well in Alba doesn’t solve 
the problems at Bay Harbor and only makes matters worse. There are 
‘still 2.5 million cubic yards of improperly buried CKD under the resort 
‘that continue to leach millions of gallons of a toxic substance. The col- 
lection system installed by CMS is prone to failure and only captures a 
fraction of the total leachate. Most leachate still flows into Little Trav- 
erse Bay untreated. The Alba waste disposal well allows CMS to inex- 
pensively dispose a toxic industrial waste into a distant, rural, less af- 
fluent community with no zoning to prevent it. It also will divert a large 
volume of water that should be flowing into Lake Michigan. Why risk 
contaminating a pristine groundwater aquifer that feeds the Jordan and 
Boyne Rivers and ultimately Lake Charlevoix with a poor and partial 
‘remedy? Would the people of Bay Harbor be willing to accept Alba’s in- 
‘dustrial waste if the roles were reversed? 

: FOJhas met with MDEQ, EPA, CMS and Tip of the Mitt to help find 
a better solution to the myriad of problems at Bay Harbor. There are pru- 
‘dent and feasible alternatives. We have been largely ignored. We have 
‘tried to educate the public through the media but also feel we have been 
‘shunned and cut off. I am shocked and dismayed that the people of Pe- 
toskey, Harbor Springs and Bay Harbor are not outraged and demanding 
better answers. This has been going on for 20 years! These issues de- 
‘mand more attention by the public, our elected officials and the press. 

- +FOJ and the people of Antrim County inherited the unspoiled Jordan 
‘Valley from our prudent predecessors and we have the solemn obligation 
‘to be good stewards of this priceless gift and pass this legacy on to future 
‘generations. The Alba waste disposal well represents a real and present 
danger to the “Crown Jewel” of Michigan’s riverine ecosystems, the Jor- 
dan River Watershed. 

Tragically, FOJ has no option but to appeal these miss-guided permits, 
raise money for a protracted legal battle and appeal to the good people of 
Northern Michigan to take action. Support FOJ, write to your elected 
representatives and get involved. The contamination problems and the 
flawed cleanup process at Bay Harbor has the potential to, one day, be in 
‘all our backyards, not just Alba’s.

How-to Cut Air Conditioning Bills 


(MS) - The changes in weather patterns in recent 
years have virtually eliminated the moderate sea- 
sons in many areas of the country. It often seems 

. that one is turning on the air conditioning to cool 
off from blazing temperatures immediately follow- 
ing the last day of having the heat on to chase 


away a chill. 


What this often equates to is homeowners 
having little relief from high energy bills, but it 
doesn't have to. There are some steps any home- 
owner can take to save energy and tame utility 
bills. When making a list of spring improvements, 
take into consideration the following ideas, cour- 
tesy of LIPA, the Long Island Power Authority: 


- Regular maintenance will prolong the life of an 
air conditioner (whether a window unit or central 
system). Change the filter at least once per month 
during peak season, You can also check your 
owner's guide to find out how to safely clean the 
condenser coils and fins on the outside of the unit 
or have a professional service it. 

- Try to place your air conditioner on a north- or 
east-facing area of your property, or a very shaded 
spot. This will use Mother Nature to its advantage, 
placing the unit in a spot that won't face the 


strongest afternoon sun. 


- Properly size your air conditioning unit to your 
room or home size. If it is too small, it will be on 
constantly, never adequately cooling the space. If it 
is too large, it will waste energy turning on and off 


frequently. 


- On very hot days, you can save energy by closing 
the fresh air intake on your unit. Cooling fresh, 
warm outside air requires more electricity than re- 
cooling the air that is already circulating in your 


home. 


+ Don’t cool rooms that aren't occupied or used fre- 
quently. For example, perhaps your finished base- 
ment is naturally cool; close air vents in the base- 
ment to circulate the air where it is needed more. 
- Depending on the size of your home, you can 
save 3 percent on your cooling costs for every 
degree you raise your thermostat in the summer. 
Raising the thermostat from 73 to 78 degrees can 
mean savings of up to 15 percent in cooling costs. 
- Improved air circulation will cool your home bet- 
ter and faster. Employ pedestal or ceiling fans to 
help circulate cooled air. Also, a hot attic can trap 
warm air under the roof and make it harder to cool 
the interior of the home. Consider installing an 
attic exhaust fan to vacate hot, stale air. 
- On the hottest days, minimize cool air leakage by 
using storm windows to trap the cool air in. 
Minimize the amount of time you open and shut 

_ outside doors, and draw the blinds or curtains to 


keep hot sunlight out. 


- You can also do your part by cooking, doing laun- 

dry, showering and taking care of other tasks that 

would normally add heat or humidity to the home in 

the early morning or late evening hours. Rr 
- Consider installing a retractable awning that can ns 

cover an outdoor patio or deck during the hottest parts,” 

of the day. Shade-producing trees can also buffer mid- - 


day sun. 


- Home centers sell reflective films that can be used 
on windows to screen out the hot rays of the sun with- 
out compromising on light entering the home. 

- Continue managing electricity bills by using lights 


sparingly during hot days. 


- Run your laundry using cold water. Today's deter- 
gents are specially formulated to work just as good in” 
cold water as hot. Washing only heavily soiled cloth- * 
ing in hot water will save energy and also keep your 


home cooler.

New booster seat law 


As of July 1, new 
Michigan law will re- 
quire children who are 
under _eight-years-old 
and less than four feet, 
mitie inches tall to, be 
properly secured in a 
child restraint while 
traveling in a motor ve- 
hicle. 

“Motor vehicle 
crashes are the leading 
cause of death for chil- 
dren,” said Bert Notes- 
tine, who coordinates the 
local chapter of the Safe- 
Kids Coalition for the 
Health Department of 
Northwest Michigan. 
“Seat belts are designed 
for adults. Booster seats, 
used along with seat 
belts, provide children 
with the best protection 
in a car accident.” 


Current law requires 
that children under age 
four ride in a child re- 
straint. Legislation intro- 
duced by Senator Mi- 
chelle McManus ex- 
tends the requirement to 
include older children 
who also are not opti- 
mally protected by seat 
belts alone. 

Partners for Child Pas- 
senger Safety conduct 
the world’s largest ongo- 
ing study of children in 
crashes, and analyze ac- 
tual crash data from 16 
states, including Michi- 
gan. PCPS reports that 
the risk of injury for a 
four- to. eight-year-old 
child is reduced by 59% 
when using. a child re- 
straint. Children in seat 
belts alone are four times

more likely to suffer 
head or brain injury as 
compared to those in a 
child restraint. States 


that have passed similar 
laws have Also deter- 


mined that child restraint 
use increases dramati- 
cally when required by 
law. 

The signing of Senate 
Bill 82 is a culmination 
of a multi-year effort on 
the part of child pas- 
senger safety advocates 
in the State of Michigan, 
including SafeKids co- 
alitions and the Boost 
MI Kids Coalition.

Allergies on the Rise for Children 


' (MS) - If your child is allergic to nuts,

alone. About six percent of children in 
Quebec have food allergies. 

In the past, food allergies were not 
much of a concern to the medical com- 
munity, Today, scientists generally agree 


>» that food allergies are a force to be 
- reckoned with - and the numbers of 
. those with allergies are growing. In 

“ response, parents, children, and 


schools are taking measures to make 
sure children with allergies are safe 
from attacks that can be as mild as 
rashes or irritation or as severe as ana- 
phylactic shock. Peanut- or mitk-free 
zones are set up in lunch rooms, and 
many food manufacturers are now 
required to list the eight most common 
allergies on their food labels. Because 


) allergies can even be triggered from just 


inhaling foods, including "peanut 
fumes," many airlines and classrooms 
actually ban foods containing nuts or 
require they be stored under special 
lock and key - away from allergic chil- 
dren. 

Peanut allergies and allergies from 
other tree nuts, including almonds and 
pecans, are among the most dire. 
Reports indicate that peanut allergies 
have doubled in children under 5 
between the years of 1997 and 2002. 
Even trace amounts of peanuts can 
cause severe allergic reactions. In 2005, 
15-year-old Christina Desforges from 
Canada died a few days after kissing 
her boyfriend who had just eaten peanut 
butter. People with severe allergies, 
such as those to peanuts, often carry 
around EpiPens, emergency devices 
that can deliver a dose of epinephrine in 
the case of a severe reaction. 


Why do Allergies Happen? 


Scientists have a basic understand- 
ing of how allergies work, but they don't 
have complete control over why the 
body's immune system reacts to some- 
thing that should normally be benign 
when ingested . food. 

With an allergy, the immune system 
mistakes food as a harmful substance. 
White blood cells are discharged to pro- . 
duce antibodies against the allergen. 
These antibodies attach to "mast" cells, 
which are found in the skin, nose, lungs, 
intestines, stomach, and mouth. When 
an allergen subsequently enters the 
body, the mast cells are ready and 
respond with a chemical called *hista- 
mine." This produces the telltale allergic 
symptoms of itchiness, sneezing, stom- 
ach cramping, and swelling, among oth- 
ers.

allergies occur in some and not others. 
Many believe allergies run in families. 
New research into allergies has 
unearthed an interesting hypothesis: 
that oversterilization of a child's environ- 
ment is related to development of aller- 
gies. It seems instead of just an apple a 
day to keep the doctor away, children 
should regularly be exposed to dirt and 
animals. 

Studies have shown that kids who 
grow up on farms around animals and 
dirt have fewer allergies than those who 
are sheltered from these conditions. The 
hypothesis has even been studied 
among lab rats. Those in a wild habitat 
exhibit far fewer allergies than rats kept 
in a laboratory. The line of thinking is 
that in the "wild" the body learns to 
judge what invaders are truly malevo- 
lent, such as a severe parasite, rather 
than something innocuous like a grain 
of pollen. 


Allergy Treatment 

Up until recently, there was no 
cure or treatment for allergies - people 
simply avoided triggers or took prod- 
ucts to alleviate mild symptoms. But 
scientists are looking at other options. 
Using the problem foods themselves: 
in extremely small doses, experiments 
are under way to see if an allergic 
individual can gradually build up a tol- 
erance to foods they normally would 
be allergic to. While this doesn't mean 
they'll be able to indulge in a peanut 
butter cup if they have a peanut aller- 
gy, it may save them a trip to the hos- 
pital if they accidentally bite into a 
trace amount of peanuts. 


Leading a "normal" life is general- 


ly the goal for allergic children and 
families, who want to have their eggs, 
fish, peanuts - whatever - and enjoy 
them, too. °
